VIENNA (AP) — Emil Jan- 
nings, 62, oné of Hollywood's 
brightest stars two decades ago, 
died of cancer at his home in 
Zinkenbach Monday night. He 
had been ill for several weeks. 

Jannings, who was the first 
actor to win Hollywood's 
Academy Award, died peacefully 
in his sleep, his Wife said. He 
had been given sedatives to ease 
his pain. 

Shortly affet his death, his 
doctor announced for the first 
time that Jannings had suffered 
cancer of the liver.
